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New faculty begin work

A number of new faces will be seen 
at Gallaudet as classes begin Aug. 25 
on Kendall Green and at the School of 
Preparatory Studies at the Northwest 
Campus. 

Thirty-eight new faculty members 
have been hired by the College. Ten of 
the new employees will be teaching on 
the main campus to fill positions 
vacated by faculty members who opted 
to transfer to the Northwest Campus. A 
total of 71 faculty and professional staff 
will be working at the Northwest 
Campus. 

Surprisingly, 27 of the new faculty 
have sign language skills and were not 
required to attend the eight-week 
Faculty Sign Language Orientation 
which ended Aug. 12. The 11 who at- 
tended the orientation did very well, 
according to Will Madsen of the 
Department of Sign Communication. 
“They really worked hard during these 
eight weeks and personally I believe 
their receptive skills are very good,” 
said Madsen. One man, Joseph Grige- 
ly, joined the orientation during the 
final two weeks because he was work- 
ing on his dissertation at Oxford 


CAPCOM offers 
phone service

Hearing impaired people and senior 
citizens in the Washington metropolitan 
area can take advantage of the newest 
telephone answering and message relay 
service in the city. Capitol Communica- 
tions for Deaf and Hearing Impaired 
Persons (CAPCOM) provides the ser- 
vice seven days a week. 

People use CAPCOM to make all 
kinds of calls, explained D.C. lawyer 
Richard Rosen, founder and director of 
the non-profit organization. “People 
want to call their doctor, ask a friend 
to play tennis, find out about mortgage 
rates.” He said CAPCOM averages 
about 200 calls per day and conversa- 
tions run about 20 minutes. 

Rosalyn Gannon, coordinator of the 
New Signers Program at Gallaudet and 
a director on the CAPCOM board said 
she uses the service several times a 
month. “I usually call to make doctor 
or dentist appointments or to get infor- 
mation on house repair. I| think it’s a 
great service. I never had to wait for 
my call to be answered or put 
through.” 

CAPCOM services are free for non- 
‘business users but there is a charge of 
about $50 per month for business. 
Since its founding in early 1982 
CAPCOM has relied on grants and 
loans for operation. 
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University. Grigely is deaf and has had 
some exposure to sign language. 

On the final day of their program, all 
new faculty members attended an all- 
day orientation to Gallaudet College. 
They learned about Student Special 
Services, Tutorial Services, the Student 
Advisement Program and the Interna- 
tional Students Office. In addition, 
Frank Turk, director for Student Life, 
spoke about the psychology of deaf- 
ness and the Gallaudet student. 

Students on Kendall Green will be 
registering for classes Aug. 22-24, and 
preps arrived at the Northwest Campus 
Aug. 18 to begin their orientation.

Orientation held at Pre-College

Twelve new Pre-College teachers 
and staffers congregated at MSSD and 
KDES August 3-11 to familiarize 
themselves with deafness and 
programs. 

Daily sessions, coordinated by Bette 
Landish of KDES Professional Develop- 
ment, touched on virtually every aspect 
of deafness. 

Simon Carmel, a Gallaudet graduate 
currently finishing his doctoral work at 
American University, amused the 
assembly with his tales, traditions, 
legends and folklore on deafness. Don 
Moores, director of the Center for 
Studies in Education and Human 
Development, shared his research into 
the history of sign language and deaf 
education. Margaret Hallau and Bar- 
bara Kannapell, both from IDEC, ad- ° 
dressed language development and the 
current status of ASL. 

Al Couthen, KDES assistant prin- 
cipal, and Gary Weaver, a professor at 
American University, discussed the im-

plications of differences between the 
deaf and hearing cultures, focusing on 
the activities of Kendall’s Committee Z, 
a faculty group begun last year to in- 
vestigate culture-related issues at the 
school. 

Dean Mike Deninger and his staff 
welcomed five additions to KDES’ pro- 
fessional staff: Margaret Blackburn, 
who will be teaching in the Special Op- 
portunities Program (SOP) after eight 
years in the D.C. public schools’ Deaf- 
Blind Program; Fran Hisler, occupa- 
tional therapist; Fred Mangrubang, mid- 
dle school science teacher, most re- 
cently from the Eastern North Carolina 
School for the Deaf; Linda Mond- 
schein, SOP teacher, a Gallaudet 
graduate formerly with the Arizona 
School for the Deaf and Blind; and 
Jean Slobodzian, primary teacher, who 
taught at Kendall last year in a tem- 
porary position. 

MSSD Dean Lee Murphy and staff 
met with eight newcomers: Ellen 
Brigham, speech pathologist, formerly 
with The Learning Center for Deaf 
Children in Framingham, MA; Robert 
Doyle, industrial education teacher, 
most recently with schools in Mont- 
gomery and Prince George's counties; 
Mary Ellscoorth, science teacher, who 
has taught previously at MSSD; Poh- 
Pin Mangrubang, math teacher, herself 
a Gallaudet graduate who has taught at 
schools for the deaf in Singapore, 
North Carolina and Alabama; Sandra 
Paradis, math teacher, last year a 
substitute teacher at MSSD; Ray Parks, 
director of Student Life, also a 
Gallaudet graduate and most recently 
with the Louisiana School for the Deaf; 
Lillian Stuman, clinical fellow in 
speech; and Rae Ann Wuestman 
chemistry teacher, who has taught at 
high schools in Silver Spring and in 
New York. 


CAPCOM 
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Although most of CAPCOM 
operators are volunteers they are re- 
quired to attend a training program 
before they can answer the phones. 
“We have a code of ethics that pro- 
vides for the privacy of each caller and 
practice a non-paternalistic attitude. We 
also try to develop data and statistics 
on calls that could be used to help 
others services like CAPCOM around 
the country,” explained Rosen. 

Carin Storch, a second year 
graduate student in Gallaudet’s Educa- 
tion Department, is the coordinator of 
the training program at CAPCOM. She 
learned of the internship through 
EPOC and has been working there 
15-20 hours a week as a volunteer 
since March. She coordinates the 
volunteer program—schedules hours, 
trains volunteers on the TDD—set up 
the volunteer banquet, edits 
CAPCOM’s newsletter and seeks fund- 
ing for the corporation. 

Storch also has begun a speakers 
bureau. She and others from 
CAPCOM go into the community and 
talk about telecommunications for the 
hearing impaired. 

“Carin has been a tremendous asset 
to CAPCOM,” said Rosen. “I would 
encourage other Gallaudet students 
through EPOC to come and give us a 
hand.” CAPCOM currently has money 
and people to staff its phones 8:30 
a.m. to 9 p.m. weekdays and 9 a.m.-1 
p.m. weekends. However, Rosen said 
he would like to expand the service to 
24 hours and also to set up an inter- 
preter referral service through 
CAPCOM. But Rosen said expanding 
these services depends community and 
financial support. For further informa- 
tion contact Carin Storch, Box 1517.
